I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  First  Annual  Report,  for 
the  year  1914. 

The  area  of  the  Fleetwood  vSanitar}’'  District  is  2848  .statute 

acres.

— Conmiencing  in  the  centre  of  Church 
Street,  and  proceeding  in  the  same  direction  to  the  Esplanade, 
thence  along  the  Esplanade,  Mount  Road,  Wahnsley  Street, 
Lord  Street,  and  vStyan  Street  to  Dock  Street,  to  the  junction 
with  East  Ward  at  Church  Street.

The  birth-rate  per  1000  of  the  population,  26.8,  was  slightly 
below  the  average  for  Fleetwood,  but  still  a high  one  (25.02  in 
1913  and  28.5  in  1912).

Illegitimate  Births. 

There  were  18  illegitimate  births  registered,  17  of  which 
were  born  in  Ideetwood,  and  1 inward  transfer,  equal  to  a ])er- 
centage  of  8.7  of  the  total  births  in  the  district. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  215,  bnt  dedncting 
7 non-residents  registered  in  the  district,  and  adding  12  residents 
not  registered  in  the  distiict,  the  corrected  nnmber  was  220, 
giving  a gross  death-rate  of  12.2  per  1000  per  annnm.  The  death- 
rate  of  the  deaths  actnalN  occurring  in  the  district  was  11.9  per 
1000  (12.7  in  1918  and  12.9  in  1912.)

Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under  one  3^ear  of 
age  was  47  (47  in  1913  and  59  in  1912),  giving  a death-rate  of  2.6 
])er  1000  of  the  pojmlation,  and  a rate  of  96.9  to  1000  births 
registered  ; an  improvement  on  the  two  previous  years,  but  still 
m,uch  too  high.  Two  deaths  of  tlie  illegitimate  infants  occurred 
during  the  year. 

The  Principal  Epidemic  Diseases, 

Namely  : Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diptheria  (including 
membranous  croup).  Whooping  Cough,  Fever  (comprising 
Knteric,  Typhus,  and  Continued  Fevers),  and  Diarrhoea  with 
Fnteritis  gave  rise  to  12  deaths  ; a rate  of  0.66  per  1000  (1.3  in 
1913  and  1.2  in  1912),  and  a percentage  of  deaths  from  these 
diseases  to  total  deaths  of  5.4.  The  deaths  from  Bpidemic  Diseases 
in  1913  numbered  26  and  in  1912  21.

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The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
(Phthisis)  was  17,  and  2 from  other  Tubercular  Disease  ; a total 
of  19  (9  males  and  10  females),  giving  a death-rate  of  1.05  per  1000 
compared  with  1.2  in  1913. 

The  death-rate  from  the  41  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs,  including  Acute  Pneum.onia  (14)  and  Bronchitis  (15)  was 
2.27,  as  against  3.27  the  ])revious  3"ear  from  60  deaths. 

There  were  5 deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  (non -notifiable) 
during  the  early  months  of  the  3"ear. 

Epidemic  Diarrhor'a  (non-notifiable)  caused  4 deaths  (13  in 
1913).  Three  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  September,  “ the  month  of 
flies,”  the  month  when  the  mortality  from  this  disease  is  always 
highest,  and  considering  the  atmospheric  conditions  during  the 
summer  quarter  were  fairly  favourable  to  the  production  of  this 
disease,  it  was  good  the  death-rate  was  so  low. 

Of  the  14  deaths  due  to  \dolence,  9 were  due  to  accidental 
causes,  3 to  Drowning  (CleveWs  boating  disaster  in  September), 
and  2 to  Suicide,  both  hanging. 


Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  144 
cases  were  reported,  an  increase  of  1 1 over  last  3"ear’s  total,  but 
this  is  partE  accounted  for  b3^  the  notification  of  8 cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  which  was  made  compulsorih'  notifi- 
able throughout  England  and  Wales  on  April  1st,  1914.  This- 
disease  is  the  greatest  of  all  causes  of  blindness,  and  the  want  of 
a District  or  Visiting  Nurse  renders  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  compulsory  notification  of  this  disease  ver3-  unsatisfactor3c 
Scarlet  Fever  (54  cases)  and  Diphtheria  (25  cases)  were  prevalent 
to  an  abnormal  extent  throughout  the  whole  year,  but  the  earW 
removal  of  the  great  majority  of  these  cases  to  Moss  vSide  Isolation 
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Hospital  by  motor  ambulance,  and  the  excellencv  of  the  treat- 
ment there  was  so  satisfactory  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
vScarlet  Fever,  and  2 only  from  Diphtheria,  both  not  removed. 


Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  (Outside  London)  Order  of  19t0, 

Vour  Council  has  undertaken  to  supply  serum  free,  for  the 
use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district,  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  whereby  it  can  be  supplied  to  the  members  of  the  medical 
profession  at  any  hour  of  the  day  and  night,  b}"  applying  to  the 
Caretaker  at  the  Town  Hall. 

There  was  1 case  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  in  September, 
which  speedily  recovered,  and  happily  without  any  further  spread 
of  this  dangerous  disease.  The  source  of  the  infection  could  not 
be  definitely  traced. 

There  was  no  case  of  Smallpox  during  the  year,  the  hospital 
for  which  is  situated  at  Elswick.  Twenty  cases  of  Erysipelas 
were  reported,  without  any  deaths,  and  one  fatal  case  of  Puer- 
peral Fever  occurxcd  in  the  practice  of  a certified  midwife.  The 
midwives  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
of  Health  at  Preston,  whose  Inspected  visits  them  periodically 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912. 

During  the  year  35  cases  were  notified  (40  in  1913),  23  males 
and  12  females.  In  the  majority  of  cases  disinfection  and 
fumigation  was  carried  out.  There  were  28  cases  of  Pulmonary 
(Phthisis)  and  7 other  Tubercular  Diseases.

Disinfection. 

The  method  of  procedure  is  by  spraying  and  fumigating  the 
rooms  with  formalin,  and  disinfecting  the  clothes  in  the  steam 
apparatus  supplied  by  Messrs.  Goddard,  Massey  & Co.,  and  situ- 
ated at  the  Town's  Yard. 

Every  house  in  which  an}^  infectious  disease  was  reported  was 
at  once  visited,  and  where  possible  the  case  was  sent  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital.  The  house,  or  that  portion  of  it  necessary,  was 
disinfected  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  removal  or  recovery  of 
the  case,  and  the  other  children,  if  any,  were  kept  from  attending 
school  for  a week  or  more,  to  ensure  being  free  from  infection. 
In  all  cases  enquiries  were  made  as  to  the  number  of  children 
attending  school,  the  presence  of  visitors,  the  milk  supply,  and  the 
general  sanitary  conditions  of  the  house  and  yard,  and  in  each 
case  of  diphtheria  and  enteric  fever  the  drains  were  smoke-tested. 
Also  printed  and  verbal  instructions  were  given  as  to  the  isolation 
of  the  ])atient,  and  to  the  disinfection  of  rooms,  etc.,  with  “Tzal," 
which  is  supplied  free  of  cost  to  all  infected  houses. 

Xotice  of  infectious  diseases  was  sent  to  the  Council  Schools, 
and  to  Private  and  Sunday  School  Authorities,  warning  them  not 
to  receive  any  children  from  infected  houses,  and  also  to  the 
lyibrarian,  who  in  such  cases  does  not  lend  out  books,  and  calls  in 
those  lent  out,  for  disinfection. 
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The  Education  (Administration  Provisions)  Act,  1907. 

Under  this  Act  the  County  Council  is  the  Authority,  and 
their  Medical  Officers  make  examinations  of  the  children  attending 
the  Council  Schools.  No  school  has  been  closed  during  the  yeai 
for  any  infectious  disease. 

Water  Supply. 

Is  u])land  water  obtained  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board, 
collected  in  reservoirs  at  Grizedale,  about  15  miles  from,  Fleetwood, 
and  is  of  very  good  qualit}o 


Sewage. 

This  is  carried  out  by  gravitation  to  the  Pumping  Station, 
then  raised  into  tank,  and  discharged  untreated  into  the  sea  at 
low  water.  The  sewers  are  all  regularly  flushed. 

Scavenging. 

Is  done  by  your  Authority,  and  is  quite  satisfactory,  a 
Refuse  Destructor  being  in  operation. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  visits  and  inspects  regularly  all 
Dairies,  Milk-shcps,  and  Cowsheds  in  the  district,  and  no  illness 
that  cccurred  could  be  traced  to  infection  from  this  source.  The 
amount  of  air  space  in  the  cowsheds  allowed  for  each  cow,  was 
800  cubic  feet.  It  is  of  very  great  importanee  that  housewives 
should  see  that  suitable  and  perfectly  clean  vessels  are  provided 
for  the  storing  of  milk  in  the  house,  as  flies  very  quickly  infect  it 
with  the  germs  of  marry  diseases.  The  milk  vessels  should  be 
kept  covered,  and  most  ironmongers  sell  fine  wire-gairze  covers 
for  this  purpose  at  a very  small  cost. 


Abattoirs. 


These  are  the  property  of  your  Council,  and  strict  regula- 
tions are  in  force  for  the  proper  use  of  them.  They  are  in  charge 
of  a caretaker,  who  gives  his  whole  time  to  the  work,  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  the  j\Ieat  Inspector,  attends  regularly. 
Xo  carcass,  nor  any  part  thereof,  is  allowed  to  be  taken  from  the 
slaughter-house  until  examined,  and  all  tubercular  or  diseased 
organs  are  condemned,  and  are  generally  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  the  butchers  for  destruction. 

The  relations  between  your  officers  and  the  butchers  have 
been  so  good  that  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  make  a seizure, 
and  the  quality  of  the  beasts  killed  has  been  of  a high  class. 

One  hundred  and  forty-three  visits  for  meat  inspection, 
during  the  year,  were  made  to  the  slaughter-house.

Food  Inspection. 

Fifty-eight  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  food-stuffs 
were  sold,  and  no  sickness  that  occurred  could  be  traced  to  the 
consuming  of  any  unfit  food. 

Nuisances. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  alleged  nuisances  was  84.  Some  were  genuine,  but  a 
large  number  related  to  matters  which  could  not  be  dealt  with 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  some  had  arisen  through 
neighbourly  strife.

Nuisances  were  found  to  exist  at  427  premises,  as  the  result 
of  routine  inspection,  inspection  of  Common  Dodging-houses, 
Workshops,  Cow^shed  and  Dairies  ; and  as  a result  of  enquiries 
in  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  inspections  under  the  Housing 
Regulations,  etc. 

Preliminary  notice  to  abate  or  remedy  the  nuisance  was 
given  in  each  case.  Of  these  225  were  written  notices,  and  202 
were  verbal. 

Three  statutoiy  notices  were  issued,  but  no  legal  proceed- 
ings w^ere  taken. 

Twenty  notices  w^ere  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
mostly  cases  in  which  the  wmrk  required  was  in  hand.

The  number  of  visits  to  Factories  for  the  year  was  24,  and 
to  M^orkshops  120.  (This  inchrdes  the  inspections  made  in  the 
Port  District  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector.) 

Two  complaints  were  received  from  PI.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  ; one  for  cleansing  and  lime-washing,  and  one  for 
sanitary  conveniences. 

One  firm  sent  in  a list  of  out-workers  twice  during  the  year. 

The  special  arrangements  made  in  consequence  of  the  war 
by  the  Focal  Government  Board,  as  to  co-operation  with  the 
military  authorities,  have  all  been  carried  out.

The  health  of  those  arriving  in  port  has  continued  good,  and 
only  one  case  of  Infections  Disease  occurred — a case  of  Scarlet 
Fever  in  a deck-hand  of  the  steam  trawler  “ Norbreck,”  on 
April  15th,  He  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the 
crew’s  cpiarters  were  fumigated  and  painted  out. 

The  Hospital  continnes  read}^  for  the  reception  of  patients 
suffering  from,  any  infections  disease.  It  was  last  used  in  1894. 

The  personal  relations  between  the  officers  of  H.M.  Customs 
and  the  Port  vSanitary  Authority  continne  most  cordial. 

An  outside  boarding  station  for  infected  or  sns])ected  ships 
has  not  yet  been  arranged. 

The  mooring  station  for  vessels  found  infected  with  Cholera, 
Yellow  I'ever,  or  Plague,  has  been  fixed  on  the  north  side  of 
Tune  Deep,  off  the  entrance  to  the  River  Wyre. 

A steam  tug,  owned  hy  the  Harbour  Authorities,  would  be 
placed  at  my  disposal  in  case  of  the  necessity  of  m,}^  inspecting  any 
vessel  detained  in  Dune  Deep.

No  statutory  notices  were  issued  during  the  year. 

lufoniial  Notices,  J85  in  number,  w'ere  given  ; of  these  9 
were  re])eat  notices,  wliere  on  re-visit  the  ])revions  notice  had  not 
been  complied  with.  Of  the  185  notices  issued,  65  were  written, 
and  120  verbal. 

On  148  vessels  the  notices  w'ere  complied  with;  2 vessels 
have  since  been  taken  for  Admiralty  purposes,  while  19  vessels 
left  the  Pert  with  the  notice  wholly  or  i)artly  not  complied  with, 
and  have  not  since  returned  to  Port.  Of  the  remaining  7 vessels, 
4 have  since  been  remedied,  while  the  other  3 have  the  work  in 
hand. 


Vessels  from  Infected  Ports. 

No  vessel  from  a Port  infected  with  Plague,  Cholera,  or 
Yellow  Pever,  arrived  at  the  Port  during  the  year. 


Sickness  on  Vessels. 

Only  on  one  vessel  entering  the  Port  during  the  year  was 
there  a case  of  sickness,  to  which  the  Infections  Disease  Notifica- 
tion Act,  1890,  applies,  viz.,  Scarlet  Pever.

With  the  closing  of  the  fish  stages  on  Wyre  Dock  on  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1914,  all  fish  sales  have  to  be  conducted  in  future  at  the 
Xew  I'ish  Dock,  which  means  that  a greater  number  of  persons 
will  be  emplo3^ed  on  the  New  Dock  Stage,  where  no  sanitary 
conveniences  have  as  yet  been  provided  for  the  persons  employed 
on  the  stage. 

The  matter  is  now  in  hand,  and  will  be  pushed  foiward. 

The  existing  conveniences  on  Wyre  Dock  are  privies  of  a 
most  nnsatisfactoiy  t3’^pe,  and  a source  of  danger  to  the  health 
of  the  public. 

Public  Health  (Regulations  as  to  Food)  Act,  1907. 

Unsound  Food  Regulations. 

Action  was  taken  under  the  Unsound  Food  Regulations  in 
253  cases  ; of  these  247  were  in  regard  to  Fish.  The  Fish  were 
detained  on  account  of  being  unsound  in  244  cases,  while  in  one 
case — that  of  a skate— the  fish  was  diseased  ; the  remaining  two 
cases  being  on  account  of  emaciation. 

vSix  cases  were  regarding  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Fairage, 
Felfast  Boats’  Warehouse,  on  account  of  injniy  sustained  during 
the  passage  from  Belfast,  or  in  landing. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  obtain  a justice’s  order,  the 
owners  or  their  representative  surrendering  the  articles  on  notice 
being  given. 

I'he  (|uantit3^  of  Fish  forfeited  and  destroA^ed  during  the 
A^ear  shows  a great  increase  to  that  of  previous  A^ears,  being 
a])proximately  115J  tons,  compared  with  98  tons  in  1913,  51  tons 
in  1912,  and  90  tons  in  the  year  1911, 
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The  increase  is  partly  due  to  vessels  being  delayed  through 
Admiralty  restrictions  and  their  lying  in  northern  waters  awaiting 
owners’  instructions.  During  the  months  of  August  and  vSeptem- 
ber,  the  number  of  vessels  fishing  from  the  Port  was  greatly 
increased,  owing  to  owners  on  the  East  coast  sending  their  vessels 
to  operate  in  the  Western  Fisheries.  So  great  has  been  the  call 
of  the  Admiralty  for  steam  trawlers,  that  very  few'  are  now  left 
to  continue  the  fishing. 

During  the  year  the  catches  of  3941  steam  fishing  vessels 
were  landed  and  examined. 

According  to  the  figures  given  by  the  Suj)erintendent  of  the 
I/ancashire  and  Western  Sea  Insheries  District,  the  w^eights  and
